FORT FRANCES, Ont., Oct. 12 
— (U P )—Five thousand volunteers 
and C. C. C. w orkers, aided by ob­ 
servers in airplanes, iVere gaining 
control today of brush and forest 
fires which have raged for two 
day s over 760 square miles along 
the International Border. 
Seventeen persons already $vere 
dead and provincial police said 
m any more were missing. 
It was 
not known w hether those m issing 
had fled to safety , were trapped 
or had perished in the flam es and 
there seemed little chance of deter­ 
m ining their fate until searchers 
can m ake their w ay to the center 
of the stricken area. 
^ T h e fire region extended from 
N orth of F ort Frances across the 
bordor to Rosseau, Lake of the 
Woods and Koochiching countries 
in northern Minnesota. 
F ort Frances and International 
Falls, the only large com m unities 
in the area, were threatened for 
a tim e but the danger abated when 
a 30 mile an hour wind, which had

The situation had eased today , 
fire fighters reported. 
They said 
several sm all fires had burned out

(U P )—The assault and murder of 
Mary Imelda Coy le, 17 , a shy and 
pious high school graduate who 
dreamed of h^ng a nun, led po­ 
lice today over the same trails 
along which, a few months ago, 
they hunted the kidnaper and mur­ 
derer of 1 2 -y ear-old Peter Levine. 
Miss Coy le lived in a two-story 
houseboat with her mother 
and 
two sisters, on the mud flats of 
Long Island sound only half a 
mile from where the Levine boy ’s 
headless body was washed ashore 
May 29 . 
She disappeared Monday night 
while on her way to St. Gabriel’s 
church, a mile and a half down a 
dark and winding road from her 
home, and was found y esterday 
in a weedy lot behind an apart­ 
ment building. Her head was bat­ 
tered, her straight black hair m at­ 
ted by blood to 
her 
face. 
One 
blow, apparently with a hammer, 
had made a hole two inches deep 
at the base of her brain. Phy si­ 
cians believed it m ig ht have been 
dealt while she was on her knees 
and had her head bent in pray er. 
They said she had been criminally 
assaulted. 
Friend Hunted 
Her body had been carried to 
the lot in 
an 
automobile, 
tire 
tracks of which were visible in 
the alley . She evidently had been 
lured into the car from the road 
to church and Police Chief W il­ 
liam J . Keresy said he was pro­ 
ceeding on the theory that the kil­ 
ler was someone the girl knew 
and trusted, otherwise she would 
pot have accepted a ride. He did 
not believe she was forced into the 
car. 
Her right hand clutched several 
strands of the killer’s hair, brown 
and about four inches long. Be­ 
neath her finger nails were bits of 
skin that she had scratched from 
him. Her maroon beret and the 
brown coat she had worn over her 
white and blue cotton dress, were 
missing. Police hoped that they 
might turn up later, as clues. 
The vacant lot was accessible 
only by an 8 00-foot alley seldom 
used ex cept by delivery truck driv­ 
ers. Alex ander Branzer, tenant in 
a nearby apartment house, found 
the body when ex ercising his dog 
in the lot. 
Miss Coy le was* graduated last 
Spring from 
St. 
Gabriel’s 
high 
school and the 
mother 
superior 
there, Sister Annette, said she had 
been deeply religious, “ never look­ 
ed at a boy .” Her classm ates had 
known that she wanted to be a 
nun and said she had failed to en­ 
ter a convent 
probably 
because 
she believed she was needed at her 
fatherless 
home. 
Her 
father, 
Frank Coy le, a jobless stone ma­ 
son, left home in search of work 
18 months ago and has been heard 
from only once. Then he was In 
Ohio. Her two sisters had jobs and 
she helped her mother tend to the 
houseboat, which lies in the mud 
at low tides and rises on a few 
inches of murky water when the 
tide is in. 
Miss Coy le had attended church 
regularly on Monday nights during 
a novena of the miraculous medal, 
and when she had not 
returned 
home at midnight 
Monday , 
her 
45-y ear-old mother appealed to po­ 
lice to look for her. The police had 
already broadcast a general alarm 
when Branzer, attracted by 
his 
barking cocker spaniel, found the 
body in a rocky clearing. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mortimer Hersch 
said they had heard screams from 
a car parked on the street near 
their home at 1:30 a. m. y ester­ 
day . Hersch said he went outside 
to investig ate but the car was 
gone and he did not call the po­ 
lice.

All major lines of business have 
improved substantially from the 
year’s lows and economists and 
businessmen estimated today th at 
the final three months would be 
marked by further recovery.

employment. 
Current estimates are that more 
than one million persons 
have 
gorie back to work in the last five 
months. 
Figure* Coni pa red 
Economists for the Alexander 
Hamilton Institute 
believe 
that 
national income produced in the 
last six months of 1938 may reach 
$30,600,000,000, 
compared 
with 
$25,400,000,000 in 
the first six 
months when the total was the 
smallest since 1934. On th at basis 
the year’s total of $56,000,000,000 
would compare with $69,817,000,- 
000 last year, highest since the 
1929 record of $81,128,00,000, with 
$63,466,000,000 in 1936 and with 
$55,186,000,000 in 1935. 
The showing for the final half 
would be considerably better than 
anticipated early this year. 
In May this year, according to 
figures of the National Industrial 
Conference board, 11,362,000 uer- 
sons were without jobs. 
Since 
then, more than a million persons 
have gone back to work and pros­ 
pects are for a continued rise. 
Employment started its upswing

A sh v ille Band Appears 
In Show On October 21 


LARCHMONT, N. Y., Oct. 12— 
(UP)—The assault and murder of 
Mary Imelda Coyle, 17, a shy and 
pious high school graduate who 
dreamed of b^ng a nun, led po­ 
lice today over the same trails 
along which, a few months ago, 
they hunted the kidnaper and mur­ 
derer of 12-year-old Peter Levine. 
Miss Coyle lived in a two-story 
houseboat with her mother 
and 
two sisters, on the mud flats of 
Long Island sound only half a 
mile from where the Levine boy’s 
headless body was washed ashore 
May 29. 
She disappeared Monday night 
while on her way to St. Gabriel’s 
church, a mile and a half down a 
dark and winding road from her 
home, and was found yesterday 
in a weedy lot behind an apart­ 
ment building. Her head was bat­ 
tered, her straight black hair mat­ 
ted by blood to her 
face. 
One 
blow, apparently with a hammer, 
had made a hole two inches deep 
at the base of her brain. Physi­ 
cians believed it might have been 
dealt while she was on her knees 
and had her head bent in prayer. 
They said she had been criminally 
assaulted. 
Friend Hunted 
Her body had been carried to 
the lot in 
an 
automobile, 
tire 
tracks of which were visible in 
the alley. She evidently had been 
lured into the car from the road 
to church and Police Chief Wil­ 
liam J. Heresy said he was pro­ 
ceeding on the theory that the kil­ 
ler was someone the girl knew 
and trusted, otherwise she would 
pot have accepted a ride. He did 
not believe she was forced into the 
car. 
Her right hand clutched several 
strands of the killer’s hair, brown 
and about four Inches long. Be­ 
neath her finger nails were bits of | 
skin that she had scratched from 
him. Her maroon beret and the 
brown coat she had worn over her 
white and blue cotton dress, were 
missing. Police hoped that they 
might turn up later, as clues. 
The vacant lot was accessible 
only by an 800-foot alley seldom 
used except by delivery truck driv­ 
ers. Alexander Branzer, tenant In 
a nearby apartment house, found 
the body when exercising his dog 
in the lot. 
Miss Coyle was* graduated last 
Spring from 
St. 
Gabriel’s high 
school and the 
mother 
superior 
there, Sister Annette, said she had 
been deeply religious, "never look­ 
ed at a boy.” Her classmates had 
known that she wanted to be a 
nun and said she had failed to en­ 
ter a convent 
probably 
because 
she believed she was needed at her 
fatherless 
home. 
Her 
father, 
Frank Coyle, a jobless stone ma­ 
son, left home in search of work 
18 months ago and has been heard 
from only once. Then he was In 
Ohio. Her two sisters had jobs and 
she helped her mother tend to the 
houseboat, which lies in the mud 
at low tides and rises on a few 
inches of murky water when the 
tide is in. 
Miss Coyle had attended church 
regularly on Monday nights during 
a novena of the miraculous medal, 
and when she had not 
returned 
home at midnight 
Monday, 
her 
4o-year-old mother appealed to po­ 
lice to look for her. The police had 
already broadcast a general alarm 
when Branzer, attracted by 
his 
barking cocker spaniel, found the 
body in a rocky clearing. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mortimer H em h 
said they had heard screams from 
a car parked on the street near 
their home at 1:30 a. rn. yester 
day. Hersch said he went outside 
to investigate but the car was 
gone and he did not call the po 
lice.

COLUMBUS, Oct. 12— Septem­ 
ber placements in private indus­ 
try made by the eighteeen offices 
of the Ohio State Employment 
Service division of the Unemploy­ 
ment Compensation Commission, 
showed a 16 percent increase over 
August and new applications for 
work fell off to approximately the 
same amount while the active file 
of 351,631 job seekers remained 
virtually unchanged. 
In releasing the monthly report 
of the Commission’s Research & 
Statistical 
Department covering 
activities of the employment ser­ 
vice, Director W. T. Doe noted 
that September placements which 
totaled 7,721 in both the private 
and public classifications were 46 
percent under September a year 
ago and 52 percent under Septem­ 
ber 1936. 
All offices of the employment 
service but four, showed place­ 
ment increases over August rang­ 
ing from 2.2 to 41.3 percent.

HURRICANE LESSON 
I 
N FLORIDA, these days, when hurricane 
warnings come, residents quickly take 
the safety measures which bitter experi­ 
ence has taught them are necessary. They 
batten down 
their property and seek 
shelter. 
That is what they did the other 
day when warned of the hurricane which 
after all, passed them by and struck farth­ 
er north. 
Warnings were issued also in the north­ 
ern region which finally felt the hurri­ 
cane’s force. 
Coast guard stations hung 
out flags to inform shipping of the danger. 
People on shore, however, paid no atten­ 
tion to these signals, and no one made 
special effort to tell them their danger be­ 
cause no one realized what was about to 
happen. 
Such storms normally lose force 
as they move northward. 
It was natural 
to believe this one, too, would be reduced 
in p o w e r before it reached them. 
“Now' we know,” says Meteorolgist 
Daily of the Providence office of the 
Weather Bureau. 
“ Hurricanes can in­ 
crease in intensity as they move north­ 
ward.”

WALLACE TO FIGHT 


'W A SH IN G T O N — Henry Wallace was 
once asked how he would like the 
European system in which legislators ques­ 
tion the Cabinet members about their 
policies. 
He grinned and shook his head 
vigorously. 
Ifs lucky for Wallace that such a 
system does not exist in the United States, 
because, if it did, he would shortly be 
the most uncomfortable official in Wash­ 
ington. 
His department is due for a ter­ 
rific raking in the next Congress, and Wal­ 
lace, 
who 
is 
not 
agile 
on 
his feet, 
would have a sorry time if he had to 
answer to it directly. 
Wallace 
is not to blame 
for the 
bumper crops and low prices that are caus­ 
ing so much growling in the farm areas, 
nor did he write the measure which he ad­ 
ministers. 
But that won’t save him. 
He 
is Secretary of Agriculture and he is due 
to get it in the neck— as he well knows. 
! So lie is busy preparing his defenses. 
The first defense was advanced in his 
I wheat 
speech 
recently at 
Hutchinson, 
I Kansas, and the second in his cotton 
I speech at Fort Worth, Texas. 
In these 
addresses 
Wallace 
made 
two 
things 
clear: that he knows the big farm drive 
in the next Congress will be for a “cost- 
of-production” bill, and that he is unalter­ 
ably opposed to it. 
The 
plan— which 
as 
the 
McAdoo- 
Eicher bill came within six votes of pas­ 
sage in the last Senate— embodies a two- 
price system. 
The Government fixes a 
price, based on the cost of production, for 
that portion of a crop consumed in the 
f . S., and the rest is sold in the world 
market for whatever it will bring.

WALLACE’S PLAN 
Wallace contends that under such a 
program production would increase enor­ 
mously, huge surpluses would pile up and 
the agricultural economy of the country 
would sink into chaos. 
He has a counter-plan, as yet unan­ 
nounced, which he will spring at an oppor­ 
tune moment. 
It would not tamper with the present 
system of crop control. 
Wallace considers 
regulation of production a fundamental 
necessity. 
But instead of trying to dump 
the surplus abroad, he would have the 
government buy it up and dump it at home 
— that is, distribute it free to the needy. 
This, 
of 
course, 
is 
nothing 
new. 
Through the Surplus Commodity Corpora­ 
tion and tile WPA, the Government has 
been doing it for both agriculture and in­ 
dustry 
on 
a considerable 
scale. 
But 
Wallace would make it part of the AAA 
program, so that farmers could definitely 
count on it. 
Wallace believes the proposal is both 
good 
economics 
and 
good 
humani­ 
tarianism. 
“ If we have to dump,” he says, “why 
should we dump abroad ? Why should the 
American farmer and taxpayer underwrite 
the foreign consumer? 
Why not dump 
our surpluses at home, give the food to our 
own people who need it? 
The removal of 
the surpluses would automatically streng­ 
then prices. 
The processing of the sur­ 
plus wheat and cotton would stimulate mill 
activity and provide jobs for thousands.
